Department. The St. Louis fatall- 
ties rate per 100,000 estimated pop- 
ulations was 22.9 the average rate 


The St. Louis rate has increase 
every year In 1920 it was 13.4 
with 104 deaths; in 1921 it was 
15.1 with 119 deaths; in 1922 it 
was 16.9 with 134 deaths and in 
1923 it was 20.9 with 168 deaths. 
In 1920 and 1921 it was lower than 
the average, in 1922 it was exactly 
the same and in 1923 it was above 
the average. The total number of 
deaths for the principal cities in 
1924 was 5030 of which 1001 were 
were in New York City. In 1923 
the total fatalities were 4908; in 
1922 they were 4326; in 1921 they 
were 3936 and in 1920 they were 
3663. '

For Peter Seltzer’s garden is sit- 
vated in a wedge formed by rail- 
road tracks that converge at Wood- 
lawn Station, Kirkwood, right at 
his front gate. It is 60 feet wide 
at its entrance after you have pen- 
ertated the narrow overgrown lane 
that approaches it. and widens 
gradually to some §0 yards at its 
farthest end. A few years ago it 
was a cinder-covered tract which 
nobody wanted, a waste in which 
only one tree, a grim, defiant old 
hickory. had attempted to grow. 
Now there are birches and poplars 
and cedars and cypress and any 
number of graceful saplings. linked 
together wherever the gardener 
will permit them to link, with de- 
termined vines effecting. in lieu of 
ehade trees. dense jungies and 
broad shadows and so completely 
screening the retreat from the out- 
side world that once within, except 
for the frequent rumbling of a train 
and a dark cloud of smoke skurry- 
ing quickly away as if apologizing 
for the intrusion, you'd never know 
but that you were in some remote 
ering wilderness smiling in the 
s under the blue and white can- 
opy of heaven. 

+ The birds of many varieties, even 
the timid littl: thrushes and hum- 
ming birds that have established 
housekeeping in the deep verdure, 
will testify as to how perfect in its 
eeciusion is their sanctuary. 

Anybody could have such a gar- 
den in any back yard, Peter Seltzer 
will tell you. 

For while creating this garden 
as a play ground for his little son, 
this gardener was a business man 
with regular hours of duty. even 
as you and I. only his chanced to 
be writing biatant ads for a com.- 
mercial product with whose ulti- 
mate purpose he probabiy did not 
entirely sympathize. Small won- 
der, then, that in contrast, the 
peace of his garden at iast over- 
whelmed him and that its enchant- 
ment caused him to abandon the 
more sordid pursuit and. practical 
man that he was, find a way to 
make his favorite occupation a vo- 
cation instead of an avocation. ~ 

With a renaissance in home 
building. with picturesque houses 
Gemanding picturesque settings 
and landecape gardeners being cn- 
couraged by a thriving amateur 
garden club of which Mr. Seltzer 
was one of the promoters, it 
curred to him there might be a 
lucrative demand for advice such 
as his based upon his eiperience 
and achievement. Setting about 
the thing methodically. re visited 
Europe, inspecting gardens in En- 
giand, France and Italy. where 
there are gardens that are lived in. 
that have been lived in for genera- 
tions, each adding to their com- 
forts and beauty though never 
changing their destiny until they 
come to breathe an atmosphere of 
tradition and old romance.
